_ QUADRENNIAL REPORT OF THE PRESIDENT OF THE e 
GENERAL CONF ERENCE 


To the General Conference of the Methodist Protestant Church 
assembled in its Twenty-fifth Quadrennial session in St. 
John’s Chureh, Baltimore, Md., May 16th, 1928. 


Dear Brethren: 


During the past four years I have met with hea Executive 


_ Committee thirteen times, presenting at each session a report of 
denominational activities and conditions which seemed to me impor- 


tant. These reports, together with the proceedings of these meetings 
have been published in our Church papers for the information of the 


whole Church, and I have brought with me and here present the 


minutes of our meetings for the inspection of the General Conference. 
This renders it unnecessary for me to make at this time a detailed 
report of everything that has taken place in our Church since the 
General Conference assembled in Tiffin, Ohio, in 1924. I will confine 
myself, therefore, to summaries and suggestions or recommendations 
arising therefrom for action at this Conference. 


Membership 


It is very gratifying to note in the report of the Statistical 
Secretary that in every item of the report where it is possible to 
institute a comparison between the report of 1924 and that of 1928, 
for some items in the list were not included in the former, the last 
quadrennium shows substantial gains. The number of members inh 
1924 was 187,753; in 1928, 195,304, a gain of 7,551. If we add to this — 
total, as of course we should, the number of ministers and preachers, 


and the number of members. in the foreign field now reaching 4,591, 


we will have a grand total membership of 201,494. This is far from 
an increase of 20 percent, which the Conference set as a goal in 1924, 
but it is the largest enrollment ever recorded on our registers. 
Sunday School enrollment in 1924 was 186,233; in 1928, 200,197; 


Christian Endeavor enrollment in 1924 was 26,025; in 1928, 29, 633. 
Financial statistics are favorable 1 in the same way, but will be referred 


to later in this report. 


Itis a great and calaadid encouragement to us all to mark that 
we register in this one hundredth year of our existence as a Church 
the largest number of members and young people ever connected with 
us. It is also significant that whereas in 1924 we had 1,520 fewer

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a Ministerial Salary Relief Fund to be disbursed by the President and 
the Executive Committee. The conditions of help from this fund 
were that the pastor was receiving less than five hundred dollars. 
Salary, that the congregation would pay at least five hundred dollars 
in cash and provide a parsonage, and that the pastor would give his 
whole time to the pastorate. We have distributed this fund among 
fifty pastors in the four years to twelve annual conferences. The total 
amount distributed was $4,525. Besides this private contributions 
were distributed for the same general purpose but under somewhat 
: different conditions, amouting to $4,994. The receipts from the 
- Budget, instead of being $10,000, as the percentage would suggest, 
was not more than $1,200 a year. It will be perceived, I trust, that 
if this thing is worth doing at all, we should do it on a different 
scale. There ought to be a charge on the Budget for this purpose 

that will secure not less than $10,000 a year, and I hhope the Committee 

will so recommend. Less than this will not be sufficient. While I am 

discussing this matter of pastors, I will express a conviction of mine 
about pastoral responsibility that I think should be reflected in some 

law of the Discipline. When a man receives ordination from the Metho- 
: dist Protestant Church and accepts a pastoral charge, he thereby 
a becomes a servant of the Church, pledging, like a soldier in the army, 
1 loyalty to the causes of the Church, the doctrines of the Church, and 
= the people of the Church. Now our formula of ordination exacts of 
d the candidate satisfactory answers to all these demands. But we 

as -~ geem to have made no effective provision for testing the fulfillment 
of these promises. This is so important that I feel an attempt should 


be made to frame a law covering the subject, and ’ will submit one 
later. 


The Budget 


From the year 1920, when we entered formally upon an assessed 
Budget, to the close of that quadrennium, 1924, the Treasurer re- 
ported a total of $772,153.46 received on the Budget for the four 

years. He reports for the receipts of the quadrennium, closing with 


the meeting of this General Conference, $919,705.37, an increase of 
$147,551.91. 


This, to be sure, is. not the two million dollars. we set out to raise 
in the quadrennium, but it is encouraging as an exhibition of growth, 
and, taken in connection with the Gratitude Gift, amounts to more 
than a million dollars for the use of the Budget this quadrennium. 


Many of our people, especially *ninisters, have complained that 
the Budget of $500,000 annually is too much to ask of our church. 
It is true that pastors have the hardest part of raising the budget and 
know more of the difficulties in raising it, and I would listen respect- 
fully to what they say; but I cannot agree that an average of five 


cents a week is too much to ask of our people for the general interests 
of our Church. 


The General Conference organized the Council, consisting 3 
of the President and Executive Secretaries of the Boards, for the 
purpose of promoting the Budget. This Council held its first meeting 
in the month following the adjournment of the General Conference; 
for the first two years of the quadrennium it held monthly meetings, 
and afterwards “when the necessity of so frequent meetings had 
passed, it met only on the call of the President. I have prepared an 
‘exhibit of the work of this Council as a sort of report and I hope it 
may be examined by members of the Conference, for I feel sure it will ~ 
be convincing as to the efficient activity of tals plan. 


unnecessary and confusing features in our Budget. "Thaae who ‘ 
understand it criticise these features, and some of our best business 
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re. This increase of members is all the more remark- 
able m0 ve remember that in all our churches there has been a 
strict and sometimes reckless pruning of the registers to eliminate 
such members as are indifferent to their obligations. Indeed some 
churches and pastors have disregarded our Church law in their efforts 
to purge their registers of those whom they count unworthy of 
membership by reason of their failure to co-operate with the Church. 


The difficulty and problem at this point call for mention here 
and for serious consideration by the General Conference. There is 
widespread and increasing dissatisfaction with the lack of any lawful — 
method in our Discipline to deal effectively with that class of mem- 
bers, variously termed as absent, delinquent, inactive, suspended, © 
unresponsive, whose names on our registers mean nothing to the 
Church, and apparently nothing to them. In the absence of law it is 
becoming increasingly difficult to prevent churches from resorting to 
methods of their own devising to.cure this evil, and the cure is some- 
times worse than the evil, because it may violate our most cherished 
principles. 

In my last visitation of the Conferences I made special mention 
of this matter, endeavoring to awaken our pastors and people to the 
harm that may be done by too drastic methods of purging our regis- 
ters. But it is true that an evil here exists and we should endeavor 
to deal with it faithfully and yet in the spirit of love. I venture 
to submit a law on this subject which I trust may be found worthy of 
your consideration. I will present this later in the regular course 
of business. It is not altogether fair for us to count as members 
those who are not really members in any proper meaning of that 
term; and neither is it well for us to neglect the meaning of the 


parable of the tares, where our Lord said, “‘Let both grow together 
until the harvest.”’ 


‘Pastors and Pastoral Support 


We report this year 1211 ordained ministers as against 1183 in 
1924. At the same time there is reported a total of 1258 pastoral 
Charges and of 2263 churches. It would seem therefore that we have 
need of more ordained ministers, but it is not so. There are in fact 

only about 1,000 pastors actively employed in pastoral charges, 
and this is not because of sick and disabled and superannuated 
ministers who must be deducted from the total, although of 
course this deduction is to be made. It is because many so-called 
pastoral charges are: open only to pastors who are able and willing 
to provide largely for their own support. It is true that we are 
_ paying $144,031 more for pastoral support than we paid in 1924, 
but it is also true, alas, that 14 of these conferences contributing to — 
this total, with 38,534 members and 357 ministers, paid for the 
support of these 357 ministers a total of $97,249, or an average of 
$272. The meaning of that is that all our ordained ministers are not 
actively employed, because the charges needing them cannot or will 
not support them. And more than this is to be said, and I have not+; 
kept this fact in a corner; I have preached it in season and out of - 
season, [ have not ceased to cry aloud to our people 
that this is the biggest, the most immin 
lem of bed Church, namely; that eve 
many of these pastoral charges are not doir | t do t 
of a pastor for the simple reason 
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this invitation and give her serious consideration. I am profoundly 
impressed that this or something like this will bring great blessing 
to us. I wish also to have authority to name a committee of this 


Conference to consider this matter and report to this Conference the 
action they suggest. 


Our F ellowship 


I have travelled as directed during this quadrennium about as I 


did the previous one, visiting the annual conferences at their sessions 


as often as practicable and carrying a message of general concern 
and inspiration to the best of my ability. I have covered nearly 
107,000 miles in this time. But I must say that I have done this 
with an increasing impression of its partial futility. I mean that so 
much more should be done than I have been able to do or, as I am 


prone to think, any man could do. I am profoundly thankful that I 
can assert with conviction that the morale of our entire Church has 


been greatly improved. Courage has taken the place of despondency 
in many instances; our whole Church feels the thrill of unity as it 
has never felt before; acquaintance with one another and knowledge 
of general conditions has quickened the sense of responsibility of all 


- for each, and I doubt if a voice would be raised in this Conference 


to abandon the experiment begun eight years ago with so much 
uncertainty, and only with the acquiescence of a minority of 49 to a 
majority of 91. Still our Church covers a vast territory. It would 


be necessary to travel 25,000 miles to visit every annual conference. 


And it is Just as necessary and as difficult to visit a small conference 
as a large one. All the power the President of the General Conference 
has is the confidence he can inspire, and the wisdom of his recommen- 
dations. The time for his. work is limited by the length of sessions, — 
averaging two or three days, and he is not usually able to give this 
much time at any conference. I have learned to love these my 
brethren deeply. I understand their difficulties, of being so commonly 
in a hopeless minority in their communities, so many of them poorly 
equipped, poorly paid, and able to give so little time and energy to 
their proper work. When I estimate such things as they constantly 
contend against, I declare they loom up as heroes in my eyes, and I 
know that ‘‘God is not unrighteous to forget their work and labor of 
love which they have showed toward his name.”

autribotion which is simply a matter of record book-keeping. The 
Committee on Finance will be able, I trust, to recommend some 
revision which will clear up the confusion and either give us a 
straight budget, consistent in all its parts, or provide a plan under 
another title which our annual conference can easily understand and 
cordially accept. Raising money is not the whole business of the 
Church, not even its chief business; but it is its business and should 
be done in a business-like manner, so as to render it, if not impossible, 
at least unreasonable for a Christian to find fault with it. The Con- 
ference will be wise in giving its best consideration to this matter, 
for much of our.trouble lies here. 


Lay Evangelism 


Some of our churches have been enlisted in a movement 
_ to introduce laymen in the work of evangelism. It is growing into 
a great movement and attracting attention from many denominations. 
The churches in Baltimore had an interesting campaign this spring, 
in which fifteen of our own denomination took part, and these reaped 
at the Easter gathering a total of more than seyen hundred accessions. 
It works like that everywhere. Surely no Church should be more 
interested in such a development than our own distinctively laymen’s 
Church. I have invited one of the officers of this association to 
address us on the subject on one of the evenings of this Conference, 
and I hope you will endorse this invitation and give yourselves 
devotedly to the most serious consideration of this subject. It works 
in the country as well as in the city, in the small church as well as in 
the large church. It is a direct response to our Lord’s command

I do not consider the present way 


of carrying out that law successful. I do not think annual confer- 
ences should have more than one secretary to listen to at its annual 
session, and I think that one should remain long enough not only to 


- give a thoughtful address on the whole financial scheme of the Church, 


but long enough to convey personally his ideas and receive their 
reaction to tnem. I do not mean this as a criticism of the secretaries. 
They are in some respects a victim, as I am, of the system and can’t 
always do what they would like to do. But they are our only agencies 


for representing adequately the Budget, and no success is possible for

: We, your Committee on Publishing Interests, wish to submit 
the following report: | 
~ “We have examined the reports of the Board of Publication, 
submitted by Dr. G. W. Haddaway, President of the Board, of the 
Pittsburgh Directory submitted by Mr. J. T. Darling, Publishing 
Agent, of the Baltimore Directory submitted by Mr. Charles Reiner, 
with audits by Edward R. Burt & Company and Wooden & Benson, 
Certified Public Accountants, attached. 
We wish to commend the Board for its faithfulness in the dis- 
charge of its duties during the last quadrennium, also the splendid 
way in which the Directors have managed the business of the two 


publishing houses. We are justly proud of our publishing houses 
and the literature which is being put out by them. 


' We believe that: the untiring efforts of the Editors of our 
Church papers, the Methodist Protestant, edited at Baltimore by

orts or copies thereof shall be transmitted to the General Confer- 


ence with the report of the Board of Publication. These reports 
shall be made up and submitted according to a uniform plan as fol- 
lows: A general statement showing all Income and Expenditures by 
departments. <A balance sheet showing Assets classified under 
Current Assets, Capital Assets and Deferred Charges.

ite L A new Board shall be created to be known as the Board of 
Christian Education of The Methodist Protestant Church. 


2. The purpose of the Board shall be to promote the activities 
now vested in the Board of Education and the Board of Young

Recognition of Church Authority 

_ The cherished principle of our church, and one that we will not 
surrender, 1s our democracy. This was wrought out for .us in the 
love that our fathers had for liberty in both Church and State; and 
in their conviction that democracy is not only inherent in human 
rights, but that it is taught in the word of God. We will not, there- 
fore, suffer this cherished heritage to be taken from us.. But we 
must not forget that liberty is not license to do as we please, and 

that our ecclesiastical democracy makes us all immune to all author- 
ity in the church. This is no more true of us in our church affiliation 
than in our citizenship in the state. In each there must be a con-! 
stituted authority which we respect, if ardor is to be maintained, 
and progress assured. While we preserve, therefore, our democracy 
in church government, we must at the same time individually, as 


churches and as conferences render unfailing obedience to consti- 


tuted authority, whether it is vested in a person or in the. constitution 


and discipline of the church. To do this secures for us our democ- 


racy, and at the same time preserves for us the order that is essential 
to our peace and progress. | ee 


Closer F ellowship 


-* It is our opinion that no more constructive and far reaching 
work has been done during the past eight years than the establish- 
ment of a closer fellowship between the stronger and weaker con- 
ferences. We have come.to understand, as we did not before, that 


we are one, and that whatever concerns one member in the body 


concerns the entire body. This better understanding has stirred 
within us a new sense of responsibility, opened before us new visions 


of opportunity and_aroused in us a fuller apvreciation of the whole 


church as our church. We believe that efforts ‘started in this direc- 
tion should not only be continued, but that adequate plans should 
be made whereby this undertaking may go forward to even more 
effective 


Evangelism 


We heartily concur with the lay-evangelism, as voiced by Dr. 
Lewis in his report, and we endorse his invitation to Mr. Taylor to 
address this conference on the subject. We have heard the address 
of. Mr. Taylor, and we fully agree with him, that there is scriptural 
obligation upotr. laymen to be active in soul-winning. We earnestly 
hope that every possible support may be given by our church to this 
movement, and that such forms and programs may be adopted as will 
be most workable among our people. 


We believe also in ministerial evangelism. In our opinion one 
of the greatest needs of the church today is a pulpit aflame with this 


spirit. That was true of the church a hundred years ago, and it must 
always be true. The program of his church was irrevocably fixed 
by Jesus when he said, “The Son of Man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.””? When a church ceases to save sinners it has 
lost divine sanction, and forfeits its right to exist as a Christian 
church. It is our opinion that we should seek the old paths that 
our fathers trod, and begin this new century with the emphasis pre- 
eminently on evangelism. We cannot express ourselves too strongly 
on this matter. When we discover that during the last quadrennium 
our converts, as indicated by the additions to our church, were less 
than two per church annually, and that the same record throughout 


Protestantism is only two converts per church annually, we are ap- 


palled, and it would seem that it is time for us to pause long enough

Your Committee has given considerable time and thoughtful . 
consideration to the matters referred to us, and our conclusions are 
reflected in the following report: 


Pastors and Pastoral Support | 


From the beginning God has called men and set them apart for 
his special purposes. This is still his plan, and the man whom God 
calls is the key man for the purposes of his Kingdom in the earth. 
How manly, how pure, how studious, and how loyal to the programs 
of the church should such a man be! | poe, 

It is a matter of disturbing concern to us that many of our men, 
set apart for divine purposes, are unable to give their full measure 
of service because the church will not provide them with support. 
This means that the efficiency in pastoral supply is reduced to a mini- 
mum, and that the church moves at a lagging rate in its work. No 
charge can ever be brought to the full measure of its development, | 
or even a gratifying development, that does not have the service of | 
a full time pastor. | 
We share, therefore, the most earnest hope of our retiring presi- 
dent that the strong will bear the infirmities of. the weak, and that 
this conference will provide a sum of money sufficient to give ade- 
quate pastoral service to every charge in the connection.

Members 


What to do with members in the church who seem to be lost 
to all interest in the church, and who cannot be prevailed upon to 
render support to the church, either of life or means, is a matter 
of deep concern throughout the denomination. We hope that this 
conearenes may find a remedy in a law that will give at least some 
relief. | 

_ However, we doubt if the full remedy is in a church law. It is 
our fear that we do not give ourselves in persistent effort to win 
back to the church those who have gone astray. The scriptural in- 
junction is “Ye that are spiritual restore such an one in the spirit 
of meekness.” This is the most effectual law dealing with delinquent 
church members, and when it is put into full operation, this problem 
will be largely solved. The law proposed by Doctor Lewis, in his 
quadrennial report is in harmony with this higher law, and we concur 
in it, as embodying the principle that would control in this matter. 


Budgets 


_ The fixing of budgets by conferences is a vital part of the pro- 
gram of the church, and it is highly gratifying to us that the receipts 
for the past quadrennium show a marked increase in the liability of 
our people. However, we are yet far from where we ought to be in 
budget receipts. But we may take comfort in the fact that we are | 
growing in liberality, and that the grace of - giving is developed © 
through the processes of education which require time. ete 
__ It is our opinion that the Budget Council should be continued, 
and that a process of education should go on in the church that would 
familiarize our. people with all the purposes of the budget, and teach 
them the privileges and the responsibility of stewardship. We should 
wae cer, wee only a small part of the liberality of the church is 
" ected through the budget.
